1 . Claims 52-59, 62-69, 72-79, 82-89 are allowed. 

2. Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to 
submit formal drawings in response to this Office Action.

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. None of the 
prior art of record either individually or in combination teach the following: 

-transmitting by said consumer incentive selection data selected from said 
incentive data to said cooperative network site via said retailer network site, 

The present invention discloses a method and system for distributing product 
incentives to consumers over a communication network. The allowable feature of 
transmitting by said consumer incentive selection data selected from said incentive data 
to said cooperative network site via said retailer network site is not disclosed by any 
prior art reference. The closest prior art, Jovicic et al (US 5,855,007) discloses an 
electronic coupon communication system for generating and redeeming unique product 
discount coupons over public computer networks such as the Internet. The next closest 
prior art, Perkowski (US 6064979) discloses A method of and system for finding and 
serving consumer product-related information on the Internet comprising a database 
serving subsystem which stores: a plurality of manufacturer identification numbers 
(MINs) assigned to a plurality of manufacturers of consumer products; a plurality of 
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home-page specifying URLs symbolically linked to the plurality of MINs; a plurality of 
universal product numbers (UPN) assigned to a plurality of consumer products made by 
the plurality of manufacturers; and a plurality of product-information specifying URLs 
symbolically linked to the plurality of UPNs. The next closest prior art, Smolen, (US 
5915243) discloses A method and apparatus for offering promotions to a consumer on 
the basis of a dynamic information profile for that consumer. Newly cited art, Marcus et 
al (WO 01/006399 A2) discloses a system where several purchase incentives offered by 
retailer to consumers are stored in database (12). The consumer is allowed to access 
the database and select the purchase incentive. An unique identifier assigned 
identifying the consumer and selected incentive, is generated. Then, the unique 
identifier for verifying the validity of redemption information for redeeming the selected 
incentive, is stored discloses a Crop Knowledge Base System for use in crop modeling 
and yield forecasting. However, Jovicic et al, Perkowski, Smolen and Marcus et al all 
fail to disclose the feature of transmitting by said consumer incentive selection data 
selected from said incentive data to said cooperative network site via said retailer 
network site. This distinct feature has been added to independent claims 52, 54, 55, 56, 
62, 64, 65, 66, 72, 74, 75, 76, 82, 84, 85, 86 and renders them and all claims that 
depend from them allowable.
